This will load into a ro- 
tunda having an area of 3,700 square 
feet and open to the extreme height of 
tho building, finished up to tho 275-foot 
roof with plate-glass and white polished 
marble. At the roar of the rotunda will 
bo elevators, eighteen in number, ar- 
ranged in a semicircle. These elevators 
will liavo a total carrying capacity of 
40,000 to 45,000 passengers daily. Three 
of them will bo used for transporting 
visitors and sight-seers to the observato- 
ry, whero a beautiful pavilion garden 
will relieve the eye after the grand pano- 
rama of tho city and the surrounding 
lako and country scenery has been 
viewed. In tho roof parlor refreshments 
will bo served and an orchestra discourse 
music. 


Tho novel feature of tho interior will 


bo tho plan for having retail shops lo- 
cated on several floors. 
In the basement 


will be the largest restaurant in Chicago. 
It will bo finished elaborately in marble. 
An ornate staircase will lead into tho 
basement. On the first lloor will be 
spacious waiting-rooms. All the stores 
facing State and Randolph streets will 
have entrances from the rotunda.

That is, at each one of these restaurants 
a certain stylo of cooking will prevail. 
This cosmopolitan feature will undoubt- 
edly be appreciated by the visitors to the 
Columbian exhibition who have marked 
tastes in the preparation of their food. 


According to tho plans of this immense 


project tho house at tho top will be over 
a hundred feet higher than tho top of 
tho Auditorium. The Auditorium tower 
is 270 feet in height. The new observ- 
atory will bo toward 400 feet high.

ascertain the condition of all cases not 
ready for action. 
The object of the 


order is to advance the oases of those 
claimants who haven't employed at- 
torneys to look after their intereits in 
the pension office. 


TOT annual statement of the condi- 


tion of the soldiers' and sailors'orphans' 
home was submitted to the governor by 
the board of trustees this morning. The 
institution has suffered during the year 
only from overcrowding. Although re- 
cent legislatures have given liberally to 
the home, tho demand upon the accom- 
modations has steadily outstripped the 
possibility of satisfying it. This growth 
during the last three years is shown by 
these figures: In 1888, 350 pupils and 
55 employes; 1889, 448 pupils and 62 
employes; in 1890, 674 pupils and 87 
employee. To-day every room in which 
it is possible to stow away pupils is as 
full as the requirements of health and 
safety will allow, and there are over one 
hund'red applications for further admis- j 
sions on file, with'more coming in con- • 
Btantly.

Dr. IllewendTalks Entertainingly Of 


jffg jMsx'inffnsbeil Kinsman. 


[From me Boston Advertiser.] 


Dr. BobertKooh, the nuddenly famous 


anti-consumption discoverer, has several 
relatives in th.'s country. One, a cousin, 
who resides in Boston, is the Kev. 
Adolph Biewend, pastor of the German 
Lutheran church on Parker street, Rox- 
bury. 


Mr. Biewend says that Dr. Kooh had 


eleven brothers and one sister. The 
sister and three of the brothers live at 
St. Louis and another brother lives in. 
Iowa. As Mr. Biewend's mother livjg 
at Fort Wayne, Ind., Dr. Koch has a 
great many ties binding him to thi» 
country, and it is his present in'iention 
to make his relatives a visit ia 1893, 
when he comes to see the -world's fair. 
Mr. Biewend hopes he will make a long 
stay in Boston. He describes Dr. Koch 
as follows: 


Personally he is of medium flii.e. with 


a very broad chest, blue ejes, rather 
prominent nose, on which is always 
seen a pair of spectacles; high, iorehead, 
full auburn beard and auburn hair. He 
talks slowly, with a noticeable lisp. He 
dresses neatly, neither eleganti'y iior in 
the slovenly way that many German 
doctors do. To look at him one would 
never imagine that .be wouM set the 
world talking about him. He is with- 
out exception the most quiet and mod- 
est man I have ever seen. My wife and 
I visited Germany in 1886, when he had 
just made his famous researcheii into 
nature of cholera. He was then living 
in a flat at No. 16 Magazin utrasse, Ber- 
lin, and came to the depot to meet us. 
As I was born in this oountrj and had 
never before seen'.him, we failed to rec- 
ognize each other by our pictures, so 
my wife'and I took a droehky to hia 
home, and when he returned he found 
us there. His only sister married my 
cousin, Bergrath Biewend, of Klaus- 
thai, and his brother Wilhelm. waa en- 
gaged to my cousin, Matilda Biewend, 
when he died, so we were very closely 
bound together. 
He married Emma 


Franz, daughter of a Lutheran clergy- 
man, and has had a single flhild, a 
daughter, who is married to one of hk 
assistants.

Kabbl Gnttmacner Speaks Interest- 


ingly »;I»on the Evolution The- 


ory In Connection With Ani- 


mated Creation. 


Last evening at the Hebrew Temple 


Babbi Guttmaoher lectured upon the 
subject, "Darwinism 
and Judaism." 


The discourse was an able and interest- 
ing one, and was listened to by quite a 
large audience, among whom were a 
number of Ohristains, who are always 
warmly welcomed by Rabbi Guttmacher, 
he being glad to have them attend his 
services. The speaker, after a brief in- 
troduction, in which he spoke of the 
two-fold 
nature 
of 
man—physical 


and 
spiritual — dwelt 
at 
some 


length upon the evolution theories 
of Mr. Darwin, who claims that all 
creation sprung from a few types created 
by God, and which by successive devel- 
opments have reached their present 
many perfect and 
different species. 


The rabbi indorsed these views of Mr. 
Darwin and said it was a mistake to 
suppose that the world was created in 
six days and that God had by a single 
act called all the different species of 
animation into creation at one and the 
same time. This earth of ours, he 
said, was many centuries in 
being 


brought into existence. God had cre- 
ated a few types in the animal and 
vegetable kingdom and from these 
the many varieties of to-day had, by 
years of development, been evolved. 
Science comes to the support of these 
views and dispels the notions in regard 
to creation that have been held by so 
many for centuries, The speaker gave 
a number of illustrations in proof of the 
•volution theory and interested his au- 
dience by his able and learned discus- 
sion of the theme.

is a young man. 
He has only been 


with his congregation in this city for a 
few yeara, and is popular in every circle 
of society for his pleasant ways and 
scholarly attainments.

Hnrole Starr, the Fort Wayne Mur- 


deress, Placed cm the Witness 


tit and at Chicago. 


The trial of Mamie Starr, the Fort 


Wayne girl, who is charged with the 
murder of Mr. and Mrs. Newland, at 
Chicago, was continued there yaster- 
day. The defendant herself was placed 
on the witness stand and told the story 
of her life, extracts of which we take 
from the,Chicago Post of last evening: 


Mamie was called to tho stand when 


the court opened, and Lawyer Greely 
began to coax from her the story of her 
life. She told how it was that she, only 
twenty-two, waa born in 1868, and her 
father died three years later. Then her 
mother married again and she lived with 
her mother and stepfather until she was 
eleven years old. At that time a man 
named Kay need to call on her father. 
She saw nothing peculiar about his calls. 
All she knew was that he was some sort 
of a theatrical man and old enough to be 
her father. One evening at 5 o'clock— 
it waa the 3d of March, 1880-her 
parent! came and told her to hurry up 
and dress herself prettily, as she was to 
be married that evening at 7:30. 


She would not believe them at first, 


but they said they were very much in 
earnest, and all Mamie could do was to 
obey. Bay was the man she was to 
marry—Bay, the theatrical man, whom 
she believed was some sort of a friend 
of her father's. 
Not only was she to be 


married, but to be married on the stage. 
It waa in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Mr. Ray 


guessed that the idea of'a theatrical 
man espousing a child of eleven on the 
stage, and being married there with all 
the legal formalities, would prove no 
end of a drawing card for the theater, 
and she told how they were married on 
the stage March 3,1880, at the Olympic 
theater, in this city, the marriage being 
a sort of a prologue to the regular per- 
formance of "Oliver Twist." 


"For three years we kept traveling 


about after my baby was born," said the 
unhappy girl, as she continued the nar- 
rative of her life. "Then I got iU in 
Toledo, Ohio, and after that he treated 
me worse than ever, because I couldn't 
pay his board." After three years they 
returned to Fort Wayne once again, and 
she resumed her profession as a singing 
lonbretteinthe theatres. He brought 
women to the house and called them his 
cousins, and she had the privilege of 
supporting him and his mistresses, and 
and her only remuneration waa brutal 
ill-treatment. 
Eventually she could 


stand it no longer, and a little over a 
year ago she left him, and sought a situ- 
ation in a store in the town, so that she 
would not have to remain at home or 


work with him in the theatre. 
But 


afterwards she secured an engagement 
with a theatre which closed at Lafay- 
ette, Ind., and, leaving her child in the 
charge of some friends, she started out 
to look for work in Chicago. She knew 
nothing of the big city or its ways, but 
some one had told her that she could 
easily get work and good pay in the 
Park theatre. She arrived at the Polk 
street depot at 8 o'clock one drizzly 
evening just twelve days before she kill- 
ed the Newlands. 


She told how she was taken next day 


to the Newlands, and how they were 
kind to her, and how she had to pretend 
she was able to do work that she could 
not do, and how she began to think of 
her baby and to cry. Then she broke 
down again as she told how she deter- 
mined to kill herself. 


"I said to myself, sir, I'll just take 


and kill myself, that's what I'll do! for, 
oh sir! 
." She looked at the kindly 


old counsel appealiugly, then sank her 
head and wept. 


j She was crying all the time that she 
1 was describing how she went and bought 
the poison. 
"Oh, indeed, I never 


meant to kill anyone, sir!" she sobbed. 
"I didn't want my baby to think I had 
killed myself. I only wanted to make 
them a little sick so they would think I 
was killed by accident like—and, oh, 
sir, I can't think they're dead." 
And 


then, what"with the sobbing and fright, 
she 
could 
speak 
coherently 
no 


more 
for 
a 
while. 
She 
could 


not explain why she had not poisoned 
herself. She only knew that she was 
terrified when Mrs. Newland got ill, 
and ran away from the house. She was 
89 frightened that she got sick and then 
spent all tho day hiding around corners 
for fear she might meet Mr. Newland, 
who would ask her why she had ran 
away. For she never imagined that he 
was dead. When she was dropping 
with fatigue and hunger she determined 
to return to the Park theatre again; and 
there she was when the officers found 
and arrested her. 


At 2 o'clock Attorney Greeley an- 


nounced that the evidence for the de- 
fense was closed. 
The state had no re- 


buttal to offer and Assistant State's At- 
torney Neeley began the opening argu- 
ment for the prosecution.

NEW PLAN FOB EEOULATIN6 BUSINESS. 


A railroad attorney well up in what is 


going on in upper railroad circles, yes- 
terday, in speaking of the better out- 
look for railroads, said that a plan has 
been mapped out by the leading rail- 
road men and financiers which it is be- 
lieved will be satifaotory to all parties, 
and is now being sent round for exam- 
ination by the presidents of the leading 
roads. It contemplates the formation 
of an association to include all roads 
west of Chicago and St. Louis, with 
five years as its period of existence. 
The plan further is to form a similar 
one, to include all Central Traffic terri- 
tory roads and the trunk lines. 
Each 


association is to have one commissioner 
at its head, with advisory committees 
selected from the railway presidents 
and general managers of the roads in 
such association. The duties of the 
commissioner will be the regulation of 
competitive through business, compet- 
itive through tariffs, distributing the 
business on such a basis as the roads in- 
terested agree upon. A guarantee is 
made in tho agreement sufficient to pre- 
vent any paying of rebates or deviation 
from regular tariff rates. All disturb- 
ing questions will be presented to a 
board of arbitrators selected by the 
presidents. Any existing associations 
whioh continue operations are to be 
subject to these grand central associa- 
tions. The best feature of the agree- 
ment is that each road pledges itself to 
construct no new lines in competing 
territory, without the consent of the 
parties to be effected, during the exist- 
ence of the organization.

A new process for tho manafactu 


of gas from potrolenm has been pi 
"into use at Kittanning, Pa., by whir 
it is claimed gas can be mannfactnr 
at ono'half the cost of the old, and 
mnch better for illuminating purpose 
Tho method is a very simple ono, co 
sisting of a feeder and a system of r 
torts. These retorts aro kept at a ce 
tain heat, and the oil forced throng 
them into a receiving tank filled wi 
water. When the heated oil strik 
the water it turns into gas, and is co 
veycd from there to the supply tai 
ready for twe. It is said that 4,0
